foreign relations committee agreed 
in principle today on a plan to 
relax controversial shipping pro- 
visions of the administration's neu- 
trality bill. 


The proposal, offered by Sena- 


tor Connally (D., Tex.), would 
authorize American vessels to 
carry all goods except arms to bel- 
ligerent ports in South America, 
the Pacific Ocean, the China Sea, 
the Indian Ocean, the Bay of 
Bengal and the Arabian Sea. 


Connally told reporters a final 


agreement had not been reached. 
A group of Democrats would work 
on details at an afternoon session, 
he said. 


Relaxation of the shipping pro- 


visions was expected 
to lessen 


opposition to the neutrality bill 
and hasten a final vote. Prev- 
iously, administration leaders 
agreed to strike out a provision 
permitting belligerent countries to 
obtain 90-day credits on purchases 
in this country. 


Attending today's meeting were 


those senators who drafted the 
neutrality measure a month ago. 


Holt Makes Charge 


On the Senate floor, Senator 


Holt (D., W. Va.), a vigorous ad- 
ministration critic, opened debate 
with a charge that the Roosevelt 
administration "never had been 
neutral, never will be, and never 
intended to be."

The youthful West Virginian 


charged that the entire state de- 
partment policy for several years 
had been patterned to fit British 
demands. He read from published 
books by President Roosevelt, and 
by Raymond Moley, former as- 
sistant secretary of state.

tration's policy was un-neutral.

Prelate, 83, Had Been 111 


Since Summer of Heart 


Ailment; Was Priest 


for 60 Years 


MICHAEL J. LAVEIXE 


New York, Oct. 18 (5>)—The 


Right Rev. Mgr. Michael J. La- 
velle, 60 years a priest and for 
53 years the rector of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, is dead. 


The 83-year-old prelate, one of 


the most beloved in the American 
hierarchy of -he Roman Catholic 
Church, died last night of a heart 
ailment. He had been ill since 
early last summer. 


Archbishop Francis J. Spellman, 


who was at the bedside when' 
death came and had given him ab- 
solution a few days ago, said Mon- 
signor Lavelle would be buried in 
a crypt in the high-vaulted Fifth 
avenue Cathedral he had served in 
since he was ordained in 1879. 


Also at the bedside were the 


monsignor's two sisters, the Misses 
Agnes and Margaret Lavelle. A 
brother. Francis, also survives. 


Monsignor Lavelle had been a 


dose friend of two princes of the 
church who died during the last 
year—Patrick Cardinal Hayes of 
New York and George Cardinal 
Mundelein 
of 
Chicago. 
Their 


friendship began when all three 
were young priests in New York. 


Xo Political' Priest 


A tireless worker for the wel- 


fare of his parishoners, Monsignor 
Lavelle was a severe critic of 
"priests in politics." 


"So long as a priest minds his 


own business, he is great," he once 
said. "It is within his sphere to 
help the suffering, to comfort the 
unhappy, to minister to the spir- 
itual needs and to guide the spir- 
itual steps. There his duties end." 


Monsignor Lavelle, son of a con- 


tractor, had been awarded the 
highest rank below a bishop, that 
of prothonotary apostolic. He was 
active in founding and maintain- 
ing many Catholic educational and 
charitable organizations and was 
the author of several books. The 
Italian government honored him 
for his work in behalf of Italian 
immigrants.

Influenza Sure 
To Follow War 


Expert Declares Disease It 


Almost Certain to j 


Be Widespread. 


NEW YORK.—Influenza is almosl 


certain to be widespread again U 
there is a general war, it is pre- 
dicted by Dr. Thomas M. Rivers 
ot the Rockefeller Institute for Med- 
ical. Research and president of the 
International Congress of Microbiol- 
ogy meeting in flew York, as the 
doctor is noted by Science Service. 


And no effective weapon yet ex- 


ists lor this plague. With two oi 
the four horsemen of the Apocalypse 
riding again, scientists from all 
over the world for the Microbiology 
congress are making plans to out- 
wit the third horseman, pestilence. 


Microbe* Play Part. 


Microbes will play a tremendous 


part in the -war that has now started 
in Europe, Dr. Rivers declared. 
No one is going to start a war ot 
microbes, that -would be next to im- 
possible. 
Epidemics of influenza, 


typhus fever, trench fever and dy& 
entery, however, are sure to follow 
in the wake of this war as they did 
during the "World war. Meningitis 
and "European sleeping sickness 
technically termed epidemic en 
cephalitis, may also appear. 


Medical 
scientists are 
better 


equipped to fight some of these war 
born plagues than they were in 1914 
Dr. Rivers pointed out. SulfanUa 
mide, the new disease-conquerinj 
chemical, will not prevaa agains 
influenza or typhus fever, but i 
cures meningitis and gas gangrene 
dreaded aftermath of v.-ar wounds. 
Serums also have been developed 
for fighting these deadly ailments. 


Germs us Weapon Out. 


The idea, of using germs as * 


weapon of war is out on two counts. 
In the first place it is almost im- 
possible for man to start an epidem- 
ic deliberately by releasing germs 
among » group ol people or putting 
them in -water or food. Not even 
cholera could be spread this way, 
Dr. Rivers declared. Many factors 
besides germs are needed to start 
an epidemic.

SENATORIAL ORATORY 


The great neutrality debate in the United 


States Senate drags on, but the galleries are 
no longer jammed. And, according to realis- 
tic reports from Washington, the orators are 
not holding their audiences on the floor even 
as well as they hord the visitors in the gal- 
leries. What was advertised as the greatest 
senatorial show in many years seems to be 
petering out. There have been some good 
speeches, but nothing really great. So the 
public loses interest. 


Is it the cause or the oratory that is re- 


sponsible? The cause for \\hich the "Bat- 
talion of Death" has been fighting may not 
be so sacred and crucial as many senators 
and correspondents represented in their ad- 
vance notices; but the main trouble, as far 
as this present comment is concerned, seems 
to be in the oratory. Preliminary suspicions 
are verified. There are no Patrick Henrys, 
no Websters and Haynes, no Bryans, in this 
Senate. There are statesmen, but they lack 
the divine fire to electrify their hearers and 
the public beyond the doors. 


Maybe it is just as well, everything con- 


sidered. Look how Hitler and Mussolini 
"get" their audiences. A magnetic orator, 
with the resources of radio at his disposal, 
has too much power and may be dangerous. 


So-called oratory, anyway, is mostly emo- 


tion. The public has a sort of right to ex- 
pect that its legislators, especially in the Uni- 
ted States Senate, shall be businesslike and 
logical, and sometimes they are. 


WORST ]\IESS YET 


To the problem of stopping Hitler is now 


added the problem of stopping Stalin, as the 
Russian armies press \\est\vard against the 
European democracies. The whole Scandina- 
vian area is no\v threatened by the Com- 
munist steam-roller. 
The way has been 


opened and the danger unleashed by one man 
—Adolph Hitler. 


In their desperation, the Scandinavian gov- 


ernments are now said to be turning to Hit- 
ler himself as a forlorn hope. A late dis- 
patch from Moscow says: 


"Northern European states are reported 


unofficially to be looking to Germany—if she 
could be released from her war in the west— 
to aid them in halting Soviet Russia's blood- 
less military and diplomatic conquests. These 
powers were described as urging Britain and 
France to end hostilities against Gel-many, 
believing that if Germany were at peace with 
the western powers, she could prevent Rus- 
sia from dominating eastern Europe." 
. Hitler, no doubt, seeing the growing men- 
ace to Germany arising from his incredible 
alliance with Stalin, would like to stop the 


Communist armies. And perhaps he could, 
if the western democracies that he has arous- 
ed were persuaded to quit fighting. 


But it is hardly conceivable that they 


would quit, because they cannot trust Hit- 
ler about anything. 
So the Nazi Napoleon 


finds himself snarled up more and more, as 
the evil forces he has let loose in Europe 
work themselves out.

Labor: 
Opposition 
to 
war 


arises out of a fear that the Wag- 
ner labor act would be suspended 
and that hours would be length- 
ened without any corresponding

in wages. 
Standards 


built up after years of struggle 
<vould be temporarily set 
aside, 


with the danger that they might 
not be soon, if ever, replaced. 


Business men: Opposition to 


war comes strongly from a fear 
that, if war is declared, prices 
will be fixed, profits limited, and 
such a regimented control exer- 
cised over the system of "free en- 
terprise," as it is now known, that 
the dictatorship which business 
men have 
been 
apprehensive 


about as arising out of 
"left 


wing" tactics would be realized. 
Also a deep-seated belief 
exists 


among business men that Amer- 
ica's entry into the war would in- 
evitably mean a third term for 
President Roosevelt, and 
the 


prospect of this horrifies the anti- 
New Dealers, of whom not a few 
are business men, to such an ex- 
tent that sometimes they do not 
know which of the two contin- 
gencies makes them 
shudder 


most. 


Farm organizations: American 


participation in the war would be 
regarded as a calamity by those 
who remember how government 
fixing of prices worked hardships 
in the last war and how the far- 
mer suffered because of the one- 
sided nature of the price fixing. 
Although the farmer was assured 
that the prices of the things he 
was buying would be regulated 
also, it turned out that the gov- 
ernment did no such comprehen- 
sive job of price-fixing and 
the 


limitations almost mtiraty wtrt 
on the prices at which the far- 
mer's produce could b» tell 


Foreign-born croup*: Many rf 


them have friendt and rtlatlvw 
involved in the present war and 
have no desire to sse America par- 
ticipate in an overseas combat of 
any kind. 
Munition-makers: 
They 
can 


make more money out of •neutral, 
ity than out of America's position 
as a belligerent. This to because, 
the moment America entered the 
war, profits would be fixed at well 
as selling price*, whereat, in a 
period of peace, there is virtually 
no limitation. The same is true 
of airplane manufacturers and the 
hundred and one by-product in- 
dustries of the war munition! 
business from steel to lumber. 


Financial influences: These are 
almost all opposed to war. not 
only of the high taxation to be en- 
countered, but because America's 
public debt has already been 
doubled since 1933, and any great- 
er strain on national credit would 
be interpreted as meaning an in- 
flation, or, to put in another way, 
a further devaluation of the pur- 
chasing power, if not the gold 
content of the dollar. 


The Republican party politi- 


cians: A distinct opposition to 
war has developed because it 
makes impossible a Republican 
victory in 1940. 


The Democratic party politi- 


cians: American entry into the 
war is opposed because an entire- 
ly new set of executives would be 
introduced and many changes 
would be forced by public senti- 
ment with respect to key positions 
in the government. Liberal re- 
forms would be sidetracked and 
the 
conservative "right wing" 


philosophy, bordering on Fascism 
itself, might be compelled as a 
means of effective operation of 
the economic machine. 


All the WPA and PWA projects 


would be wiped out overnight and 
even the CCC would doubtless be 
militarized. The Democratic po- 
litical 
leaders 
therefore would 


much prefer a maintenance of 
neutrality and peace and the Slo- 
gan that "Mr. Roosevelt has kept 
us out of war." 


Taken all together, it Is diffi- 


cult to find any responsible group 
that wants war and Congress 
knows it. Every day, however, 
there is talk about America being 
"dragged in," though nobody ex- 
plains how, with so many ele- 
ments in opposition, tht dragging 
is going to be so easy. •

1933, before we assumed office, the 
1939 
tax rate would have been 


only $37.70 instead of 538.96, a 
decrease of $1.26. If the 1939 as- 
sessments were as high as they 
were in 1932, when assessments 
were raised to the highest point in 
the city's history, the 1939 tax 
rate would have been only 536.19 
instead of §38.96, or a decrease of 
§2.77. 
In addition to the improvements 


made in services and property of 
the city by the various regular 
city departments, we have spon- 
sored and financed many WPA 
projects so that those able-bodied 
citizens who were in need of the 
necessities of life, but could not 
obtain employment to provide 
them, could work and create for 
the city many worthwhile public 
improvements for the use and 
benefit of the people of the city. 


Many 
improvements 


In fact, improvements were 


made to the fire, water, police and 
public works departments which 
materially increased fire protec- 
tion. As Soon as these improve- 
ments were completed in August 
last, I applied to the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters of 
New York for a reduction in the 
»se rate of all fire insurance car- 
ried by the people of the city of 
Kingston. The board sent two m- 
•estigators to Kingston to check 
the improvements made in our fa- 
cilities to fight fires and it is hop- 
ed that the investigation and re- 
port will be completed by Decem- 
jer 1 and that as a result a re- 
duction will be made in the fire 
insurance rates which will reduce 
the cost of fire insurance for 
every property owner in Kingston. 
The street program of the board 


of public works during 1939 was 
very extensive. Proof of how 
much work was done is to be 
found in the huge quantities of 
road materials which were used. 
Streets cannot be built without 
stone and asphalt The tremend- 
ous total of 1,545,410 square yards 
of city streets were improved. To 
do this huge task, 9,555 cubic 
yards of crushed stone were used. 
This means if this stone arrived 
by railroad it would make a tram 
of 239 gondola cars. 
We used in addition 212,295 gal- 


lons of asphalt and road oiL If 
this were placed in i50 gallon 
drums and the drums were piled 
upon each other, it would make a 
pile that would reach 2.4 miles up 
into the sky. 
In addition to these materials 


we used 1,250 tons of pre-mixed 
wving materials. 
And in addition to the streets 
epaired by the board of public 
works, many streets were graded 


through failure of the dealers to 
pay the 52.15 in accordance with 
settlement terms of the August 
strike.

ence of each." 
Although officials withheld com- 


ment on Kalinin's reply, some 
well-informed sources said that 
Mr. Roosevelt probably would

nish negotiations. 
Kalinin recalled that Russia 
recognized Finnish independence 
in 1917 and that its sovereignty 
was guaranteed by a 1920 treaty 
between the two countries. 
''The present negotiations be- 


tween the Soviet government and 
the government of Finland are 
also being conducted in conform- 
ity with these principles,' he 


Kalinin declared that the aim 


of the negotiations was "consoli- 


dation of the reciprocal relations" 
between the two countries.

State funds totalling $70,000 were 
on deposit in Kingston city banks 
on September 30, according to fig- 
ures released here today by feute 
Comptroller Morris S. Tremaine in 
the current issue of the New York 
State Bulletin, official publication 
of the Department of State.

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Roosevelt's Suggestion 
Referred to Five Nations 


Washington, Oct. 18 <*>.—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt's suggestion for a 
survey of portions of the globe 
where European refugees may be 
settled was referred today to the 
governments of Great Britain, 
France, Brazil, Argentine and the 
Netherlands. 


Representatives of these gov- 


ernments, together with the Unit- 
ed States, constitute the execu- 
tive committee of the intcr-gov- 
ernrncntal committee on political 
refugees which is meeting here at 
Mr. Roosevelt's invitation. 


After today's session, the com- 


mittee is to adjourn until next 
week to give the five other gov- 
ernments time to consider Mr. 
Roosevelt's suggestion and make 
their replies. 


Mr. Roosevelt told the commit- 


tee yesterday: 
"The possible field of new uet- 


tlcmenls covers many portions of 
the Africa,

This toll business was started by 


the city of New York. When the 
Henry Hudson drive was opened, 
the dime charge for the use of the 
bridge went into effect. Westcheiter

It wasn't long before the 
taxpayers of the nutmeg state re- 
alized that the highway, which had 
cost them many millions, enabled 
New Yorkers and others to whizz 
through their state on their way 
elsewhere. That, of course, meant 
no return to those who had paid for 
the right-of-way, the concrete, the 
work and everything else that went 
into one of the finest drives in the 
country. So the necessary action 
was taken, toll booths erected and 
collections began.

It didn't take Westchester long to 


fall into line after that. With New 
York city collecting tolls and Con- 
necticut doing the same thing, West- 
Chester was right in the middle. So 
Westchester put up and manned toll 
booths. Motorists kicked of course 
and there were attempts to stop 
the collection through court action. 
But the motorists lost out with the 
result that now it costs 60 cents to 
go to and from Connecticut provid- 
ed the toll routes are followed. .
